DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed July 7, 2003 is improper, since it does not indicate what portion of 
the specification should be amended. Also, the proposed amendment to the specification would 
be considered new matter. However, the amendment to the claims is proper and is entered in 
part. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on July 7, 2004. These drawings are unacceptable since they 
introduce new matter. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show the first 
strap (22) and the second strap (24) extending through the lower section in Figure 1 as described 
in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the padded fabric covering and 
pocket must be shown or the features canceled from the claims. No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 2-7, 9, 11, 12, and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4 and 6 each recite the limitation "said open bottom of said top" in line 2. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

In claim 15, the term "open-bottom top" in line 5 is unclear since it appears the top is the 
portion intended for holding a child. 

Claim 15 recites the limitation "edge surfaces" in line 8. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 2-7, 9, 11, 12, and 16-19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
